slacked lime, slack it with bollllf water, 
covering it durin(r the process to keep in 
the steam. Strain the liquid through a 
fine strainer, and add to it a peel of 
clean salt, previously well dissolved in 
warm water; three pound* of ground 
rice, boiled to a thin paste, Mined in 
boiling hot i half a ponnd of powdered 

Spanish whiting, and a pound of clean 
glue, which has been previously dissolved 
by first soaking it well, and then hang 
ing it over a slow fire, in a small kettle, 
within a large one filled with water. 
Add five gallon* of hot water to the 
whole mixture; stir it wejl. and let it 
slHiid a few days covered from the dirt. 
It should be put on quite hot; for this 
purpose it can be kept in a kettle on a 
portable furnace. It is said that about 
one pint of this mixture will cover a 
square yard upon the outside of a bouse, 
if properly applied. It answers as well 
as oil paint for wood, brick or stone, and 
i* much cheaper. It retain* it* brillian- 
cy for many year*. There is nothing of 
the kind that will compare with it for 
covering either inside or outside walls. 
Coloring matter may lie put in, and made 
of any shade you like. Spanish-brown 
stirred in will make red or pink more or 
less deep, according to the quantity. A 
delicate tinge of this is very pretty for 
inside walls. Finely pulverized common 
day, well mixed with the Spanish-brown 
before it is stirred into the mixture, 
makes a lilac color. Lampblack in 
moderate quantities makes a slate eoler, 
very suitable for the outside of buildings 
Lampblack and Spanish-brown mixed 
together produce a reddish stone color. 
Yellow ochre stirred in makes a yellow 
wash: but chrome goes further and 
makes a color generally esteemed pret 
tier. In all these case* the, darkness of 
the shade will, of course, be determined 
by the quantity of coloring matter used. 
It is difficult to make a rule, because 
tastes arc very different ; it would ta- 
llest to try experiment* on a shingle an 
let it dry. (ireen, it is said, must not h 
mixed with lime; the lime destroys th 
color, and the color has an effect on th 



Money is scarce in the pockets of thos>| 
who earn it by lalsir, but it is not scarce 
in the country. There are more than 
11,600,000,00011 the 1'mtcd States out 
side the Treasury, but it is concentrated 
by law instead of l>eing disturlied by 
labor. The scarcity of money in the 
pocket! of those who cam it is to be at- 
tributed to unjust excessive taxation, 
and to that alone, and if 11,000,000,000 
were distributed t .day, the existing sys- 
tem and rates Of taxation would sOOfl 
concentrate it as it has done the existing 
amount in the cotters of a few. The 
amount of money in the 1'nited Stales 
is much greater today in projiortion to 
population than it was at any time from 
|860tO 1880, The average circulation 
per head fat the eleven years ending 
with 1880 wa* 118.58. This was the 
most proeperOtM decade the country has 
ever known. Now we have 824 per head, 
withindustrial dcprcs*ioi,.The cause of the I Cle 
first was low taxation, the cause of tlie|gaii 
second i* high taxation. In the first [ 
period lal)or was left to create and keep 
wealth among those who earned it. In 
the second period taxation for private 
purposes is taking from labor that which 
it earns and giving it to the few who do 
not earn it. 

The remedy, and the only remedy for 
the evil, is, to remove the present system 
of taxation, and supply it by one whose 
sole object is to collect revenue sufficient 
to support an economical administration 
of the government, and so lay the burden 
that each person will be required to con- 
tribute to government according to his 
ability and the interest he has to be pro- 
tected by the government. When this 
is done there will lie no more complaint 
of scarce money, and the sub-treasury 
will pass into history as a bubble that 
was exploded before it was blown up, 
and before it had scattered desolation 
and ruin over the fairest land on the 
face of the globe —K. Q. Mills, in Pro- 
tection atid i'lutocraey.

A Itendly Weapon Against I'rvtertloa. 

The tariff plank of the Democratic 
platform has not only placed in the 
hand* of Cleveland's campaigner* a dead- 
ly weapon against protectionism, but 
will open the way to a discussion of eco- 
nomic subjects rapidly coming to the 
front in practical polities. Political war- 
fare, through the press or on the stump, 
is rarely confined to the lines laid down 
in the platforms of the Contending par- 
ties.

For once a National 
Democratic convention hns frankly avow- 
ed current Democratic opinion on the 
tariff. A tariff for revenue only is the 
historic Democratic faith. From that 
ground the protection superstition hns 
been attacked in season and out of sea- 
son, and this in face of the fact that 
neither in Mr. Cleveland's messages nor 
the party platforms has there been a 
se n t enc e which could fairly be interpre- 
ted as favoring a tariff of that character.

The Kind of AnlmaU Which PSSOlly Tmf 



The food of an animal may be eonsUI- 
ered ns so much material for conver- 
sion Into something that can be sold at a 
higher price than that at which the 
materials nre valued, and to secure the 
highest pro tits from the materials the 
•ess of conversion must be performed 
heaply as possibly. The fact Is oue 
that many dairymen and stock raisers 
fail to consider. They know that they 
certain foods, and iu proper quan- 
s. but tho cost of the produc is too 
great. This enhanced cost they very 
patiently bear, though they have the 
remedy within their grasp, yet refuse 
it. They know, but fail to reoogni/.e. 

tho Importance of special breeds for 

performing special work. In other 
words, though the cost is great, it may 
1m- lessened by the use of breeds that 
are capable of producing double the 
unit of milk, butter, ts-ef. mutton or 
i. on the lame proportion of food 
red from animals not adapted for 

objects sought. 

lie HrSt cost of an animal is its main- 
mee This also includes shelter and 
area of land that must be allotted 
t. as well as the proportion of 
food necessary to supply waimth of 
body, repair of waste tissue, nourish- 
ment and development of the young, 
and to make any necessary additions to 
the animal itself. This must tie done 
before the animal can produce any-
